One Person Perishes and Bight-five 
Derricks on Hogg-Swayne Tract 
Are Destroyed, with Forest of Oth- 
ers Bilasing—Experts Fear Active

Beaumont, Tex., Oct. 8, 2a. m.—[Special.]— 
Another destructive fire, the second within a 
month, swept over a portion of the oil field 
last night, causing one known fatality and 

‘entailing a property loss roughly estimated 
at $100,000. The fire at 2 o'clock this morn- 
ing is still burning. 

Thomas Rowley, a worker in the fleld, was 
caught in the path of the flames and sus- 
tained burns from which he will die. Thisis 
believed to be the only casualty, although it 
Was reported during the early stages of the 
fire that twelve had perished. 

Highty-five of the derricks in the Hogg- 
Swayne tract have been destroyed. Nearly 
100 are now on fire. 

The encroachment of the flames was 80 
rapid that the workmen fied in terror, and 
many rumors of loss of life were current. 


Fear Wells Will Start Flowing. 

There is fear that some of the wells will 
start flowing as a result of all the pumpsand 
other wells being closed down, in which 
event the disaster will be unparalleled. 

The heat from the burning derricks threat- 
ens to start a blaze in the Yellow Pine Oil 
company’s tract, just across the street from 
the Hogg-Swayne district. The Yellow Pine 
tract is a heavy producer, and should it catch 
fire the whole field probably will be swept 
over. 

The firemen in the field are doing all that 
ean be done to prevent the blaze from spread- 
ing, but in spite of their efforts the blase is 
steadily eating its way into the heart of the 
Hogg-Swayne tract. 


Fire Starts at 10:45 P. M. 

The fire started in the Hogg-Swayne tract 
on Spindle Top at 10:45 p. m., at this 
‘hour it is almost certain it will be more dis- 
astrous than the recent fire in the Keith- 


Ward tract. 

The fire was started by a workman named 
Henry Hurd at the well belonging to J. 8. 
Oorbett, located on the street which starts 
the northern boundary of the Hogg-Swayne 
tract. 

This man attempted to blow out his lantern 
and caused it to explode. This communicated 
to a tank nearby and then the blaze spread 
with lightning like rapidity. There was 
scarcely a breath of air stirring and this 
may be the saving of the ofl field. :

PLATE GLASS IN FLAMES 


FIRE DESTROYS WAREHOUSE OF 
_ PITTSBURG COMPANY. 


— 


Panic Caused in Buckles Flats, Adjoin- 
ing in Michigan Avenue, but All Get 
Out Safely—Loss on Store, Which 
Steod at Wabash Avenue and Peck 
Court, Estimated at $250,000 to 
$300,000—Gasoline Explosion Be- 
Meved to Have Started the Blase. 


The warehouse and salesrooms of the 
Pittsburg Plate Glass company at Wabash 
avenue and Peck court were burned carly 
this morning, causing a heavy loss. 

A panic wae caused in the Bucklen flats, 
adjoining the glass stores, but every one 
got out in safety. Ald. Kenna was in 
the flats and he was among those who fied 
to the street. 

When the firemen responded to the first 
alarm at 1:45 a. m. they found the place en- 
veloped in smoke. They discovered a strong 
odor of gasoline about the place, and, fearing 
explosions, turned in a second alarm. 

When the smoke became thicker it filled 
the Bucklenmpartments. Some one ran 
through the building giving-the alarm. and 
within a few moments scores of persons were 
rushing from the building. Some did not 
wait to dress, They were cared for by the 


police. The flat building was so filed with 


smoke that the occupants could not return 
to their flats. Two fire companies were de- 
tailed to watch this building. 


Rescue Woman and Daughter. 

At the height of the fire the building, at 
448 Wabash avenue, became ignited. This 
is a three story residence. All of the fami- 
ies in this building, excepting one, were 
aroused and made their escape. The excep- 
tion was Mrs. S. A: Hanbury, who lives on the 
second floor with her daughter. | 

The other occupants told the firemen that 
these women were still in the building. Brav- 
ing the smoke and flames, the firemen rushed 
in and within a short time reappeared, car- 
rying the woman and her daughter. Both 
were unconsgious. They were taken t a 
neighboring drug store and revived. — 
By dint of hard effort this building was 
saved from destruction. 


Firemen in Danger.

MANILA, Oct.7.—Ladronism is rampant on 
Biliran island. There have been repeated 
and simultaneous attacks on towns, and once 
a levy of tribute. The constabulary have 
attacked the ladrones several times with 
great gallantry and both sides have lost: 
heavily. Business is at a standstill. Rein- 
forcements are being sent to the island. 

It is believed that the trouble is caused by 
a general combination of the gangs that were 
recently driven from the island of Leyte. 
Widespread ladronism is expected until the 
harvest time. The situation is the natural 
result of poverty, the large number of un- 
employed, and the scarcity of cariboes. 

Gen. Jesse Lee telegraphs from Tacloban, 
island of Leyte, that ladrones have twice at- 
tacked the town of Carigara, province of 
Leyte, where they killed a number of na- 
tive. constabulary and leviéd contributions. 
The population of Carigara withdrew to the 
mountains. Ladrones have been active re- 
cently in several parts of the islands. 

Gov. Taft will go to Cavite Oct. 21 to confer

Earthquake Wrecks Guam. 

Further details of the earthquakes on the 
island of Guam are to the effect that the most 
severe shock lasted three minutes and fifty- 
five seconds.

The American marines had narrow es- 
capes from death or injury from the falling 
roofs and walls of their barracks. They are 
now camped in tents.

TEST SHOWS 366 OUT OF 500 PEO- 
PLE ARE SUPERSTITIOUS. 


Besides Taking Stray Umbrellas Chi- 
@Cagoans Evidently Believe in 
Omens, as. Was Demonsteated in 
Wabash Avenue—One 


Being Exposed to Danger of Inéur- 
ring Misfortune. 


To pass under a ladder is bad luck. 

Of 500 persons who were observed yes- 
terday who had the opportunity of passing 
‘under one or going out of their way to get 
around it, 366 seemed to_believe the omen. 

A thirty foot ladder stood against the wall 
oft a building in a busy street. It covered 
three-fourths of the sidewalk and left the 
restclear. Asstated, the majority dodged it. 

If the figures hold good as the basis for an 
estimate, more than half the people in Chi- 
cago are superstitious or have some linger- 
ing remnants of dread of ill omens. The 366 
who refused to provoke the fates by passing 
under the ladder probably would throw salt 
over their shoulder if they upset it on the 
table, and hey probably would expect the 


worst if they broke a looking glass.... ...._— | 


Had Reached Luck’s Limit! 

The ladder had scarcely been lifted into 
position before a béggar on ‘crutches’ came 
hobbling along the street. He was almost 
under the ladder before he raised his eyes 
from the ground and saw it. He hesitated 
a moment and then said: 25 ets 

„What's the use? I've reached the limit, 
anyway.“ 

And he went under. The next was a col- 
ored man. He shied at the ladder, fifty feet 
away. | 

Not for me,“ he laughed. Not on your 
life: They ain't been coming right an’ I 
don't calculate to make em worser.”’ 

In his anxiety to avoid the bad omen he 
left that side of the street entirely and 
‘crossed over to the other. Then he shook bis 
fist at the ladder and went on. . 

Two Classes That Fear Not. 

He was succeeded by a business man who 
went briskly under the ladder without giv- 
ing ita bit of attention. A young woman in 


a tailor made dress and Louis XV. shoes 
the ones with the heels—came along. She 


\glanced at her reflection in the windows—it 


was Wörth locking at—and then saw the 
ladder. She looked up to see what Was be- 
ing done above, and, finding nothing, went 
under without seeming to refiect that any 
number of ominous things might be threat- 
ening her because of that act. 

In the crowd that followed these came the 
superstitious and those that did rot fear 
omens. A number of colored people were 
among the 500 that were observed. Not one 
‘would take chances. They did not all con- 
sider it necessary to cross the street, but 
they balked at the ladder and walked near 
the curbstone to avoid it. 8 

Of the. people who paid no attention to the 
bad omen nearly all seemed to be oblivious 
to the fact that a ladder was standing three- 
fourths across the sidewalk. If they hap- 
pened to be walking outside it they kept on 
their way. If they happened to be walking 
close to the wall they kept their place. 


When the Superstitious Sidestepped. 


It was the ¥ffort of the superstitious to avoid 
it which afforded the ludicrous features of 
the scene. Some would be nearly under the 
ladder when they saw it. They would 
promptly back pedal and get out of danger. 


Then they sidestepped and looked at the lad- 


der, a maneuver which was followed by a 
change in course so as to make a circlearound 
the base. 55 

One of the superstitious was indignant. He 
almost ran into the ladder, seeming to be 
near sighted. He shied like a yearling colt 
and backed away to safety. Then he adjust- 
‘ed his glasses and looked up to see what was 
being done. Not finding any one on the top 


rung he looked around to see who was re- 


sponsible for the ladder being there and in 
that he was unsuccessful. 

What's this ladder doing here, anyway?“ 
he asked. No one answered and he looked 
wrathfully around and remarked that it was 
an 10 outrage. 

„Why.“ he was asked. what's the harm? 

J nearly went un—I nearly ran into it. 
That's what's the matter.’’

„My dear sir,” said the man, “I have

I avoid stepping on cracks in the 
sidewalk. I never saw a white horse without 
looking for a red headed girl. I have a home 
of my own, and $2,000 in bank. I never have 
had any bad luck, and I can inform you 
that I don’t intend to take any chances now 
at my time of life.“ : 

While the superstitious citizen was talk- 
ing. a half dozen pedestrians had come along 
and shied at the ladder. When the count. 
of 500 had been made it was found that. 
366 bad avoided the, bad omen. *

Chief of Police O’ Neill is a much disgusted 
man these days. He has a lot of captains 
and lieutenants in whose ability he has no 
confidence and is trying his best to get rid 
of them. How he is going to do it, however, 
he does not know, or how to. prevent their 
number being added to. He blames the 
civil service commission for his troubles, but 
the commission is showing no anxiety to 
help him out, - ean 

Since Saturday the chief has been in daily 
consultation with the commission over the 
matter. Yesterday he fortified himself by 
bringing Inspector John Shea to the confer- 
ence, but the only result was a trifle more 
stormy meeting than the previous ones. . 

The dispute is in regard to the way in 
which promotional examinations in the -po- 
lice department are conducted. The chief 
contends that too much prominence is given 
to educational tests and not enough to ex- 

age marks, with the result that he gets 
-@ lot™of officers who can write a good hand 
and have a fair knowledge of spelling and 
arithmetic, but have not enough knowledge 
of the duties of a policeman to alarm crim- 
inals. 

Good Writers; Poor Policemen. 

“It seems, said Commissioner Powell 
after last evening’s discussion, that a 
umber of policemen who made good desk 
sergeants and took the promotional exami- 
nations for lieutenants have not done well 
in their new positions. Also some of the 
present captains who were good lieutenants 
have been failures as captains. The chief 
seems inclined to blame the method of hold- 
ing the examinations for the result.“ 

One of the contentions of the chief is that 
some method ought to be devised whereby 
he and other commanding officers can add 
marks to the examination papers, giving 
their opinions as to the personal value of 
the men as commanding officers. This is 
the point on which he and the commission 
have split, and, speaking of it, Commissioner 


We are not willing, in judging papers, 


should and should not be promoted. At the 
best it is but the personal opinion of a man 
who may be prejudiced, and can be made no 
part of a civil service examination.“ 

How many unsatisfactory officers he now 
has and who they, are the chief would not 
say. The only intimation given out was that 
one of the men who had passed highest in 
the promotional examination was about 
the worst case of a police officer who ever 
put on a uniform.” Whether he would take 
any steps to remove the men he objects to 
the chief likewise declined to say.

Raymond, as county collector, should hate 
turned his collections over to the city treas- 
urer every two weeks, but that Instead of 
doing so he retained the money, sometimes 
as long as six months, and collected interest 
at the rate of 5 per cent during that time.

BACK OF GAS DEAL. 


R. PUGH. AND W. OWEN 
NAMED AS PROMOTERS. 


‘Citisens’ | Co-operative Company Said 


to Have Backing in Any Amount 
Up to $100,000,000, Both Lecal and 
Eastern Capital Being Interested— 


Cheaper Process of Manufacture Is‘ 


Talked Of—Mayor Believes the Rem- 
ogy Lies in Municipal Ownership. 


The names of the men said to be behind 
the proposed Citizens’ Cotperative Gas com- 
pany, which is expected to ask for a fran- 
chise from the council, were given out yes- 
terday. R. H. Pugh, a retired iron merchant, 
with offices in the Metropolitan block, was 
named as the president, and W. R. Owen of 
Oak Park as the secretary. It wassaid stock 
would be subscribed in any sum from 818, 
000,000 to $100,000,000, as might be needed. 

The promise of the promoters is that if 
they are given a franchise they will supply 
gas at a maximum price of 60 cents a thou- 
sand to private consumers and $14 a year 
for each street lamp. They offer also a bond 
of $100,000 conditioned on a failure to spend 
$250,000 in construetion work the first year 
and $1,000,000 within three years. 

The main obstacle in the way of the under- 
taking, aside from the franchise, is the 
frontage law requiring the consent of prop- 
erty owners in the streets in which mains are 
to be laid, but the promoters of the company 
assert that if this law is not repealed by the 
next legislature it can be successfully at- 
tacked in the courts. 


Ample Capital, Says Owen. 

Secretary Owen, in speaki the enter- 
prise, said: 

There is ample capital back of the com- 
Dany. I am not at liberty to divulge the 
names’ of the stockholders, but among them 
are some of the most prominent citizens of 
Chicago. Our present capital is $15,000,000, 
but it can be raised to $100,000,000 if neces- 


sary. 

“The present organization of the com- 
pany is simply temporary. When the time 
comes the names of the capitalists back of 
it. will be made public. There is eastern as 
well as western capital in the enterprise. 
The plan is to manufacture gas under a new 
process, much cheaper than the one now in 
use by the People’s company.”

Patrolman Michael J. RIES who lost his 
life on Monday night in the south lagoon in 
Washington park, was drowned accidentally 
a coroner’s jury decided yesterday.

Policeman Cronin left Glennon at Forty- 
seventh place and Halsted street shortly 
after 7 o'clock on Monday evening. Glennon 
was then on the way to his home at 6626 
Jackson avenue. From that time until the 
finding of his body yesterday morning there 
is no trace of his movements. 

Policeman John Cox, a brother-in-law of 
the dead man, testified that Glennon’s home 
life was happy. Glennon was last with his 
wife and three children Monday noon. 

Inspector Hunt thinks that Glennon walked 
across the park, lost his way ata point where 
the walk runs close to the lagoon, and fell 
into the water. 

The Policemen’s Benevolent association 
will have charge of the funeral, which will 
be held tomorrow morning at the Holy Cross 
church, Sixty-sixth atreet and Jackson ave- 
nue.

‘CARRY THE DAY. 


Convince National Teamsters’ 
Committee That Drivers 
‘Have Few Grievances. mces. 


MEN CAN REJECT REPORT. 


Members of Van Union Make Suc- 
cessful Raid on a Storage 
Warehouse. 


Representatives of the National Teamsters’ 
union were convinced yesterday afternoon 
that the railway express drivers of the city 
were hasty in demanding a strike. This 
‘conclusion was reached after a four hour 
conference with the agents of the compae- 
nies. 

The agents hesitated before consenting to 
the conference, and when they did consent 
it was with the understanding among them- 
pelives that no further concessions were to 
be made. This course was followed. The 
representatives of the National Teamsters’ 
union Were in a more conciliatory mood, and 


that they would waive the most important 


point in digpute—the full and complete rec- 
egnition of the Drivers’ union. 


Surprise to the Agents. 

This move came as a complete surprise to 
the agents and the conference took on a 
conciliatory tone. The reison given by the 
men for the concession was based on the 
published statement of the companies that 
they would not and never had discriminated 
against union men. They also considered 
the conference itself as complete a recogni- 
tion as could be asked under the circum- 
stances. 

The members of the drivers’ organization 
are not aware that this.concession has been 
made and its announcement may cause an- 
other attempt to call a strike. The radical 
element in the union is strong and the-«itua- 
tion is still serious, What action will be 
taken when the committee at the conference 
reports to the general body is expected to 
— largely on how the matter is pre- 
sent 3 


* 


Alonzo Wygant Presides. 


The conference opened shortly after noon 
in the offices of the American Express com- 
pany, 76 Monroe street. Alonso Wygant of 
the United States Express company presided 
and all the other companies were represented. 
The men sent a committee composed of the 
officials of various locals. 

The question of recognition was the first 
one up and when thie bad been waived the 
companies showed the following provision 
in their agreements with the men, which they 
claimed was sufficient proof of their fairness: 
In the employment of wagon drivers no 
discrimination will be made against union or 
nonunion men, either may “sg for the com- 
pany if they are competen 

This question settled, 7 — matter of wages 
came up. The agents showed that their wage 
scales were the same as those of the union, 
except where drivers in substations and on 
high single wagons are concerned. They 
claimed it would be unfair to give these driv- 
ers, who merely boys, the Fame wages as 
the men ve, and in this stand they had 
the support of the conservative element of the 
committee representing the men. 

Claims were advanced by Business Agent 
Barry that several men had been unjustly 
discharged. He was most aggressive on this 
poiht and it threatens to be a block in the 
way of a final settlement. When the session | 
adjourned no time was set for a future meet- 


ing 

1 the drivers at their next meeting are not 
content with the findings of this committee 
they will send another one composed of Busi- 
ness Agent Barry and President Wilbur of 
the union and the officers of the National 
Teamsters” union. It is deubtful if the com- 
panies will meet this committee, forthey feel 
that the meeting yemerday completely cov- 
ered the ground. 


Van Teamsters Make 4 Raid. 


Members of the van teamsters’ union made 
a raid on the Illinois Storage and Warehouse 
company, Fifty-sixth street and Kimbark 
avenue, in-the.morning, and prevented the 
teams from leaving the barns. They called 
out all the union men and threatened the 
nonunion.. The representatives of the com- 
pany demanded to know the reason, and were 
told that it was not a member of the Furni- 
ture Owners’ association. It joined this body 
of employers, agreed to hire none but union 
men, and the strike was called off. 

John C. Driscoll, secretary of the associ- 
ated teaming interests, took up the box- 
makers’ strike at the J. W. Sefton company, 
231 Jefferson street, and succeeded in bring- 
ing about a conference for this morning. 
The strike involves 400 girls and 100 men. It 
hinges. over the use of the union label on all 
boxes, the strikers nnn, that it be 


used.

Our foreign commerce, like the pro- 
ductive and consumptive capacity of our 
people, has increased more rapidly than our 
population. Since 1860 our population has 
multiplied two and one-half, while gur for- 


one-third. Thus our prosperity redounds to 
the advantage of those across the seas, who 
supply that which we do not produce. 


Revenues Show Prosperity. 

“Not only its this true, but the pubile 
revenues are dependent in a great measure 
upon our prosperity. In 1804 we hada 
deficit in round numbers of $70,000,000. I 
have had the actuary of the treasury de- 
partment carefully estimate the probable 
result if the conditions existing in 1894 were 
repeated, and the people of the United States 
‘were to produce, to import, and to consume 
in the same proportion per capita that they 
did in that year and of the same class of 
goods, and he estimated our annual deficit, 
under the present revenue laws of the Unit- 
ed States, at approximately $90,000,000. 

* We labor under a disadvantage, as com- 
pared with some other countries, in our 
standard of weights and measures. .

I wish I might say in mone- 
tary system. But the dollar, dime, cent, and 
mill are the naural complement to the 
metric systém of weights and measures. 

“The recent acquisition of territory be- 
yond the seas cannot but help to advance 
our com ial influence, and our commerce 
ean but benefit the people of these islands. 


Money Follows the Flag. 


„United States money followed the flag 

to Porto Rico and it will not be many years 
until the prices current of the surrounding 
islands will be written therein and all bal- 
ances settled on exchange in this city.” 
The secretary contended that commerce 
with the South American republics was not 
what it should be, and he recounted some 
of the disadvantages to which he attributed. 
this fact. In conclusion he said: : 

“Give us a currency as secure, a banking 
policy as elastic, a system of weights and 
measures as convenient as our rivals; give 
us nonpartisan support to such measures as 
will establish lines of steamship communica- 
tion with countries in South America, south 
Africa, and the islands adjacent;. give us 
the isthmian canal, and we ought to be able 
to maintain such relations to the commerce 
of the world as will conserve the peace and 
good will of all nations, while we carry be- 
neath every sky a language that breathes 
liberty and patriotism and the object lesson 
of a flag that stands for equal rights and 
justice according to law.“

Reverse Decision in the Case of the 
Surety Guarantee and Trust Com-

Thirty-four cases, many of which had been 
pending several years on appeal, were de- 
cided yesterday at the opening ot the Octo~. 
ber term of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 

Two important questions under the na- 
tional bankruptcy act were decided by the 
three judges, Jenkins, Grosscup, and Ba- 
ker. The ruling was given in the case of the 
Surety Guarantee and ‘Trust ny, and 
the judges held, first,.that an incorporated 
company cannot de a private banker with- 
in the meaning of the bankruptcy act; sec- 
ondly, that the buying and selling of stocks, 
bonds, and other securities is not a trading 
pursuit within the intendment of the act. 

By clearing up these two questions the 
Court of Appeals held that the Surety Guar- 
antee and Trust company was not a private 
banker or trader or engaged in mercantile 
pursuits within the meaning of the bank- 
ruptey act; that therefore the Distfict court 
erred in overruling the company's demurrer 
to the petition filed by creditors to have it 
adjudged bankrupt. The judges reversed 
the decision of the lower court and sustained 
the demurrer. 

Judge Jenkins, who delivered the opinion, 

"The term private banker has def- 
inite signification, and is applied only to indi- 
viduals or to a firm, and does not compre- 
hend corporations. We are of opinion ee 
the ‘ private banker’ of the bankruptcy 
does not include a corporation. 

Is the buying and selling of stocks, ende 
and other securities a trade pursuit ’ within 
the meaning of the bankruptcy act? Under 
the bankruptcy law of England it was ruled 
that dealing in shares in joint stock com- 
panies was not trading within the meaning 
of the law. And so Mkewise it was held under 
the national bankruptey act of 1867. Weare 
constrained to agree with these opinions,”’ 


City Loses Damage Suit. 

Holding that the property of John V. Le 
Moyne, between Thirty-ninth and Fortieth 
Streets, had been damaged by the construc- 
tion of the Halsted street viaduct, the court 
affirmed a judgment given in Judge Kohl- 
saat’s court and declared that the award of 
$2,500 against the city was con- 
servative. Incidentally the court said: It
